SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Stud in Lace is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book contains material that is deemed to be objectionable under s3(2)(b) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). It promotes and 
supports the use of violence or coercion to compel persons to submit to sexual 
conduct. Many of the sexual scenarios described in the book are initiated through the 
use of violence or coercion. For example, in one scenario a man is drugged, and 
wakes to find himself shackled to the ground. Fie is whipped, then made to submit to 
anal intercourse. In another scenario, a female is bound, and made to submit to 
sexual conduct. In every situation, the character made to undergo the activity is 
described as quickly becoming highly aroused by it. The publication promotes and 
supports the use of violence and coercion, by sexualising the pain or resistance of the 
subject of the activity, and by asserting that the subject will eventually come to enjoy 
the activity that they have been made to undergo.
